Whately Town Warrant 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Franklin, ss. 


To: Fred W. Bardwell, one of the Constables of the 
Town of Whately in the County of Franklin, 


GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of the Town of Whately, qualified to vote in elections and 
Town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said Whately, 
on Monday, the fourth day of February, at ten o’clock in 
the forenoon, then and there to act on the following articles, 
to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at 
said meeting. | 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary Town officers, 
for the ensuing year: Town Clerk; one Selectman for three 
years; Town Treasurer; one Assessor for three years; one 
Assessor for one year; one School Committee for three 
years; one Library Trustee for three years; one Cemetery 
Commissioner for three years; one Cemetery Commissioner 
for two years; one Cemetery Commissioner for one year; 
Tree Warden; Elector under the will of Oliver Smith; Tax 
Collector and Constables; and to vote on the question— 
“Yes” or “No’— ‘‘Shall License be granted for the sale 
of Certain Non-Intoxicating Beverages in this Town?” 
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ARTICLE 3. To receive the reports of the various 
Town Officers and Committees, and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the en- 
suing year. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what the Town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog Fund. 


ARTICLE 6. ‘To see if the Town will make an appro- 
priation for the Public Library. 


ARTICLE 7%. To see if the Town will raise and appro- 
priate money for care of cemeteries for the ensuing year. 


ARTICLE 8. ‘To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
borrow such sums of money as may be necessary, in anti- 
cipation of the revenue of the financial year, beginning Jan- 
uary 1, 1924. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will appropriate the 
sum of $175 to be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to 
Agriculture in accordance with the provisions of and for 
the purposes of Chapter 273, Acts of 1918. 


ARTICLE 10. ‘To see if the Town will choose a direc- 
tor in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 2%3, Acts 
of 1918, to serve for one year. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of $200 for Gypsy and Brown Tail . 
Moth work. 
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ARTICLE 12. To see of the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum of money for Street Lights, and 


authorize the Selectmen to make a one-year contract with 
the Amherst Gas Co. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to appoint a committee to report at the 
next annual meeting on whether the Town should establish 
a town forest, 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,075 for the maintenance of 
Highways, under the provisions of Section 26-29, Chapter 
81 of the General Laws. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will authorize the 
Selectmen to purchase seats for the Town Hall, and appro- 
priate money for same; or take any action thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $250 for the repair of sidewalks from 
Lane Bridge to the residence of William J. Ryan, or take 
any action thereto. . 


ARTICLE 17’. Tosee if the Town will vote to increase 
the wages of the Board of Assessors, or take any action 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $3000 for the construction of an Im- 
proved Road, beginning at the Whately-Deerfield line on 
the so-called River Road, going Southerly, providing that 
the State Department of Public Works, Division of High- 
ways, will meet that sum with a like amount, under the pro- 
visions of Section 34, Chapter 90, of the General Laws. 
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ARTICLE 19. To see what action the Town will take, 
if any, regarding the removal of snow from the highways. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof in two public places in 
said Town; said posting shall be at least seven days before 
the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make due return of this Warrant 
with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time 
and place of meeting, as aforesaid.

Herewith find my annual report as Cattle Inspector. 


One general inspection of herds and barns was made 
in February, 1923, at which time 832 cattle, 29 swine, and 
35 sheep were found, in 103 stables. 


_ The condition of barns and surroundings for the keep- 
ing of dairy cows is improving, and suggested improve- 
ments, such as more light and better ventilation have in 
nearly every case been complied with. 


During the year 19 cows were quarantined on sus- 
picion of tuberculosis, and in every case were condemned 
and killed. Seven others were found on general inspection, 
and six of these ordered killed. 


Two horses were admitted from N. Y. State under 
Mallein Test forwarding papers to the Bureau ofAnimal 
Industry. 


Hog Cholera seems to be declining and it is hoped 
everyone will call the Inspector’s attention to suspicious 
cases. |

REPORT OF THE 


Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee :— 


It is a pleasure to submit to you and through you to the 
people of the town, this, my sixth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. The year has been a pleasant one and 
your schools have made good progress. We have an eff- 
cient group of teachers. The spirit of co-operation has 
been excellent and some of our teachers are handling most 
difficult schools in an efficient manner. 


The Center. 


By last June the number of pupils in the Center district 
had become so reduced that it seemed wise to close the 
TownHall school, and reduce the schools at the Center 
from three to two. This makes a most unfortunate condi- 
tion. The two schools have about thirty-five pupils in each 
room with four grades in each. For a teacher with four 
grades to give the eighth grade the required amount of 
attention to prepare them for High School is possible only 
with the brilliant pupils. It will be necessary to send the 
slow and average pupils finishing the eighth grade to the 
ninth grade in either Greenfield or Northampton. This 
will make an added expense to the town and require a year 
longer for some of the Whately pupils to finish High School, 
but the increased school facilities and the extra year will 
be a benefit to the pupils. 
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If the entering class in the primary school should 
become larger by an influx of young children in the Center 
district the Town Hall school would have to be opened 
again. 


South School, 


In June Mrs. Mary Donelson, who had taught the 
South School so efficiently, resigned to take a school in 
Hattheld. We had the good fortune to secure the services 
of Miss Eleanor Murphy, a trained and experienced teacher, 
from Vermont. Miss Murphy has conducted an excellent 
school in the South District this fall. Vhere has been an 
increase in the number of children in this district and it 
will soon be necessary to open the second school or take 
out the higher grades. It is a great mistake in the manage- 
ment of the schools of the town to have the buildings so 
scattered that there are several schools with more than two 
grades. As soon as possible the old second-hand, non- 
adjustable seats and desks should be replaced by up-to-date 
ones. 


West Whately. 


West Whately school has had a very prosperous year 
both materially and scholastically. The seats have been 
rearranged so that the children are not looking all day 
directly into windows. The school room has been painted, 
papered, and new shades have been added. The old non- 
adjustable seats have been replaced by the modern adjust- 
able seats and desks from the Town Hall school. 


The school is not large and the pupils have made excel- 
lent progress with Mrs. Strippe. 
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East Whately. 


The East district continues to increase in numbers. 
The five rooms are now well filled. The school spirit in 
East Whately has been improving for some time. The 
attendance is better and the order much improved. ‘There 
are still too many dropping out of school as soon as they 
are fourteen, and the sixth grade is passed. Mr. Brennan 
has worked up some good athletic contests which have 
increased the school spirit and held pupils in school longer 
than they would have otherwise attended. 


Health. 


There was a severe outbreak of measles in the town this 
fall. The Center and East Schools had to be closed for a 
short period. The school nurse, Miss Elsie Smith, rendered 
most efficient service in assisting the Board of Health to 
quarantine the homes where there were cases of contagious 
disease. It is unfortunate that our school nurse cannot be 
nearer and easier of access than Greenfield. It seems to me 
that, Whately, Sunderland and Conway should combine to 
employ a nurse, who will live either in South Deerfield or 
Sunderland, which will be a more satisfactory arrangement. 
The cost to the town might be more, but the advantages 
would warrant the expense. When we need a nurse, she 
is needed for several consecutive days and this cannot be 
had with a nurse so far away. A nurse living in South 
Deerfield would be within reach at any time and-able to 
give attention to cases when most needed. A sum should be 
added to the school appropriation and the school committee 
authorized to make arrangements with Sunderland and 
Conway for the joint employment of a school nurse. 
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Ideals. 


Every means should be employed by our schools to in- 
culcate the best ideals of patriotism and love of country. 
There is no doubt that one of the best ways of instilling 
these noble ideals into the reflexes of the boys and girls of 
town, is to have in every school-room a teacher with these 
ideals, and to have that school-room clean, orderly, well 
lighted, artistically painted and decorated. The ruffian 
becomes a gentleman in the proper environment. 


State Aid. 


The State now requires the towns to pay the transporta- 
tion of the pupils attending the Smith Agricultural School 
and reimburses the town in the same proportion as for high 
school transportation. 


The valuation of the property of the town has increased 
to more than $1,000,000.00, which will reduce to some 
extent the amount of the State school money. ‘This same 
condition exists in many small towns. 


High School. 


By next September the town of Deerfield will have a 
new High School at South Deerfield. This school will offer 
a good preparatory course for college and normal school ; 
it will also offer a practical course in shorthand, typewrit- 
ing and bookkeeping. There will be other practical studies 
as cooking, sewing, agriculture, and manual training. In 
all probability pupils will be better looked after in this 
smaller school than they are in the larger schools like 
Northampton and Greenfield, and the charges for tuition 
and transportation will be much less. 
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Graduation. 


I have many times thought it would be a good thing 
to have all the pupils who are finishing the Eighth Grade 
gather in the Town Hall and have some exercises and re- 
ceive a certificate of work completed. The town has no 
high school and it seems as if pupils should have some evi- 
dence of work accomplished. This would have a tendency to 
hold more pupils in school to finish the eighth grade. 


Change of Teachers. 


There has been a high percentage of change on our 
teaching force this year, but the new teachers are capable 
and well adapted for their work. 


In closing, I wish to thank all teachers, committees, 
and citizens, who have in any way contributed to the well- 
being of the schools.

The Whately school music situation is as follows: 


Perhaps the greatest gain has been made at the East 
School. With the forming of more classes the work of 
each grade can more efficiently be done. The South School 
has been fortunate in acquiring a victrola which helped to 
make the Christmas carol singing much more interesting 
than usual. The West School though smaller in numbers 
is holding its own. The Center School, where the problem 
is difficult this year, is working its way out as well as the 
crowded condition will allow. 


A most interesting feature here has been the purchase 
by the children of the upper grades, each for himself, of a 
book of community songs. These songs they are learning, 
some from the book, some by use of the victrola, and these 
songs they enjoy tremendously, even the boys with chang- 
ing voices, which condition is always a problem in itself. 


Whately is having in, the process of formation right 
here with these children the nucleus for a community 
chorus which by the end of the school year will be in good 
working order. The Americanization question confronts 
this town as it does all others. One of the approved methods 
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of meeting this question is by means of the community - 
chorus. With the good start toward such an organization 
ready at hand what a wonderful opportunity is before us? 
How can it be further utilized to lead from the schools into 
the community? |

Report of School Nurse 


Mr. Andrew Thomson, Supt. of Schools. 
South Deerfield, Mass. 


My dear Mr. Thomson :— 


The outstanding piece of health work in the schools, 
which has been accomplished this year, is the enforcement 
of the vaccination laws. Were it not for the co-operation 
of the Board of Health, the School Committee and the 
School Physician, this would not have been possible. 


Vaccination clinics were held in the summer and 94 
children were vaccinated. When school opened, only ten 
school children in Whately were found who had not been 
successfully vaccinated. All of these have since been vac- 
cinated or exempted for this school year. 


A health day was held under the auspices of the State 
Department of Public Health. Participation of many of 
the school children in songs, recitations and a play was 
successfully carried out because of the hearty co-operation 
of teachers and nurses. 


The Modern Health Crusade, a method of teaching 
health habits by doing them day after day, was so much a 


part of the work of the children of the West Whately 


School that they won the Banner for the completion of 
fifteen weeks of Crusade Work, with a score of at least 75% 
by every pupil in the school. 


The sanitary conditions of every building have been 
improved. 
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The hearty support and co-operation of the Superin- - 
tendent of Schools, the School Committee, School Physi- 
cian, teachers and parents are responsible for whatever 
gains in the health of the children, which have been made.
